The city school enumeration 


census report for 1930, which 
"was ^completed a few days ago, 
shows that this city had a gain 
of 32 over last year. The census 
of children of school age was 
conducted by Mrs. Allie Al- 
dridge, who lias been in charge 
of this annual task for several 
years. 


Her report shows a total of 


1,347 children in Rushville city 
between the ages of six and 21. 
Last year there were 1,315. The 
gain of 32 this year is in keep- 
ing with a steady gain, as last 
year the report showed a gain 
of 30 over the preceding year. 
Many cities in this vicinity have 
reported losses in school enum- 
eration this year. 


The census of children be- 


tween the ages of 6 and :2l is 
done each year, not only in the 
city, tout in the townships, and 
it is upon the basis of the 
enumerator that each commun- 
ity receives its share from the 
state in the annual distribution 
of the state school fund. 


Mrs. Aldridge, in her report, 


shows that there are a few more 
boys than girls in ^ Rushville. 
There are 658 white boys and 
<J35 white girls of school age. 
There are also 22 colored < boys 
and 32^colored girls, making av 
total enumeration of 1,347. 


Those attending school num- 


ber 1,155. They are classified as 
follows: below the age of four- 
teen, 786; between the ages of 
fourteen and fifteen; 188; be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and 
seventeen 115; others 66. The 
report also shows that there are 
134 children under 21, who are 
regularly employed. Those un- 
employed are 58. Of the 1,347 
children inj Rushville betiween 
6 and 21, only seven are listed 
as physically disabled. 


The school census is taken by 


two divisions. One is for con- 
gressional township 14, range 
10, and includes the territory 
north of Fifth street and east 
of Morgan street. In this divi- 
sion there were 915 childern. In 
Congressional 
township 
13, 


range 1C, being that territory 
south of Fifth street and west 
of 
Morgan, 
the 
tabulation 


shows 432 children. 


The 
enumeration for 
the 


townships is in charge of the 
trustees. So far no report has 
been given as to the reports 
from the townships.

COLLIDING ATOMS CAUSE 


ULTRA-VIOLET LIGHT RAY 


Iowa City, la. (JP)—A tiny bit 


of electricity which slips out of 
place is responsible for the mer- 
cury ultra-violet light used for 
indoor sunshine. 


This bit of electricity is one of 


the 
elecflroms composing an 


atom of mercury. Its action is 
described by Castle W. Foard of 
the University of Iowa in a re- 
port to the America Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 


"In mercury," he says, "the 


atom is pictured as a-planetary 
system of 80 electrons, two of 
which are more remote than the 
rest.

A touching tribute 
to those "who wept, when he 
marched away, looking so hand- 
some, brave and grand:" Too 
bad it could not have happened, 
while yet remained the wreck 
and-min of that needless war.

bitterness of war, but suffered

Those War 
Mothers will find, in France, and 
other places, the graves of hun- 
dreds of our girls and women, 
who as nurses, gave their .lives, 
while ministering to the suffer- 
ings of our dying soldiers.
